rate of interest, according to Win. V. 
Turcotte, chairman of 
the 
finance 
committee. The committee last week 
made arrange m ents with a Minne­ 
apolis bonding house for the rem a in ­ 
der of the necessary money for the 
building, states Mr. Turcotte. 
who 
also says th a t the entire cost of the 
building will approxim ate $120,000, 
w ith another $20,000 
for 
furn is h ­ 
ings. 
The building contemplated 
is 
a 
three story structure, 75x140 feet, 
the short side along Sixth street, and 
the long side along Laurel street. 
The first floor will be divided in­ 
to stores, with the second floor for 
lodge quarters, and the third floor as 
hotel guest rooms, most of 
which 
will he with hath. 
There will be 
about 30 or 35 rooms. 
They will 
he open to all men, w h e th e r Elks or 
not. 
The plans for the 
building 
are 
being drawn up, and final decision 
on the exact type of building will 
perhaps be made w ithin a few weeks.

WHY BOXING IN NEW YORK DECLINED 


By HENRY L. FAR R E L L 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Feb. 19. 
“Why can’t my boys get fights? 
I’d like to know,” 
a friend boxing manager asked the other day. 
Ile named over several good cards that he manages, mentioned the few 
fights and the small purses that he had been able to get, and moaned over 
the Injustice of the business. 
“When I was a dummy,” he went on, "was when I didn’t take them all 
to Mexico three years ago, grow beards on them, paint them fan and give 
them a foreign name. 
I f s those foreigners that get the business and they’re 
all hums. 
My boys are not buras.” 
“Have you got two lists for the promoters?” he was asked, “one that you 
will. take and one that you don’t want.” 
“Well,” he deliberated, “yes and no. 
There are some boys, you know, 
that are a big risk and we want good dough for taking chances. 
Once your 
boy is tagged on the whiskers lie’s out of the big dough. 
I ain’t looking for 
set-ups and I don’t want my boys to he set-ups.” 
This prevailing policy among the prominent managers is the reason for 
the decline of boxing in New York this winter. 
Promoters can’t find patron­ 
age unless they offer good attractions and when the fighters won’t meet first 
class opponents good cards arc impossible to arrange. 
Tex Rickard said last year that, the day of big admission prices were 
passing .Stiff prices and unsatisfactory cards soured the public and turned 
the fans away from the ring. 
Rickard argued that if the fighters accepted purses that would make it 
profitable for him to charge no more than $7 for ringside seats that the 
problem would h*- solved. 
“Fight oftener for less money and we’ll he better off all around,” he said. 
With the exception of Paul Berlenbach and Jack Delaney, champion of 
the light heavyweights and his nearest rival, the leading fighters laughed 
at Rickard. 
Berlenbach never held up Rickard and ho was willing to fight twice a 
month all winter until the New York Boxing commission passed a silly reso­ 
lution that drove him out. of the state. 
Although they were positively alone 
in their opinion, the commissioners said that Mike McTigue was the logical 
contender for the title and that Berlenbach would have to fight him or no 
one in New York. 
Delaney, since the Garden opened, has appeared four times in Rickard’s 
arena and he has fought himself into a position where he is the most popular 
fighter In the ring and the hest drawing card. 
Delaney showed to packed houses every time and his percentage must 
have aggregated at least $(50,000 to $70,000. 
Ho has been making fine money, 
keeping himself in fighting shape by fighting and building up a reputation 
for sportsmanship that will mean much more money In the long run. 
Delaney is willing to light anyone In the world. 
If the other leading box­ 
ers were game enough to take the chances he has taken and were sensible 
enough to he reasonable in their demands, there would he no reason for any 
manager to inquire— 
“Why can’t my boys get fights?”
